some of the largest stockholders are
willing that the company should also
engage in the trolley buslaesa Wheth¬
er the Winchester and Washington
company acts or not In the matter, It
Is the announced Intention of the Mar-
tinsburg-Wincbester company to go
ahead with the work. The latter. It la
stated, haa been amply financed by
Wtot Virginia. Maryland and Pennsyl¬
vania capitalists.
